Personally we were favored to attend three international 
çtudent conferences this summer. After having been up in the 
iir about student religion, at the conference of the World Stu- 
dent Christian Federation in Switzerland; and after having 
çroveQled in student politics, at the congress of the Confederation 
Intei'national des Erudianis, in the sweltering plains of Hungary 
it was a pleasure to look back upon the conference of the Inter- 
iiàtàonal Student Service, which met on the hills of the Austrian i 
ITyrol where the Danulte breaks through into the plain. • ■ . . 
» Thei'o Hungarian and Czech were no longer at loggerheads ; 
Ihei-e French and German could see eye to eye; there even tha 
Italiati found that there was something else in the world besides 
Fascism. 

Yon may wonder deeply what ii is that can hold repres<;nt- 
atives of all students of the world in common aggreeraent. You 
r.sk what c:;n the Hindu and the Christian and Jew hold in , 
■common ; in what can the democrat link up with the monarchist | 
and dictator. It seems hard to appreciate at first but yet it is thaJ 
simplësï'TacT'oï "lif e. It is tliat the common bond' of being stu- i 
dents, searchars after knowledge, has welded a fellowship that | 
can only bs interpreted in friendship, included in which is ser- 
3-ice and duty to fellowthinker?,. 

The spark of enthusiasm which was found working among 
.-Krtain students in 1918 in Europe, tired of war and hoping for 
ia :better understanding, has grown to a torch so great that its 
iiight is found in Egypt, India, Ciiina and South America. In 
Vienna during the immediate post-war period were to be found 
students literally starving because of the adverse economic con- 
ditions. English students began to send money for their relief, 
student Avorkers being an unknown quantity. The response for 
further aid came from America and Canada and the' European 
Student Belief Fund came into txistence. 

Germany .and Austria were the most needy and were help- 
ed, muoh io their astonishment, as they coûld not imagine how 
those who liad been their enemies previously were prepared to 
help them in their university course. The idea spread and 
assumed suL-h large proportions that the name of Europeaji Slu- 
dtnt Eelief would not cover all its activities. Thus camt inlo 
existence tiie Iniernaticpiial Student Service with no direct 
political and reiigioufi allegiance. 

Germany has now developed a system of Student Co-oper- 
atives thai enable .students to work their way through co!le;^e, 
and is the driving force in that direction, not only sending sup- 
,porc to the central fund, whereas beforehand she was j'eceiving 
funds from it, butin supplying the practical kiiowledge to otlier 
tCjîHntries as Bulgaria, China and event South Walet;, wlio )iad 
jireviously given financial support to lier but npw owing to the 
^distress caused b^' the mining fjituation needs help, for her stu- 
dents. 

_ Au important development of the laHt few yeai'.s, and one 
-whi-ch will astiutne largei- proportions as the yearw go by, is the 
facility offered by the I.S.S. for groups to meet for Cultural 
;Rej0tionship. Indian and European, Chinese and Europeaji, Jew 
aiia non-Jew, Amei-icaii and JJuro^ean, have met in their parti- 
cular co-operative gioup and searched for a basis of bettcj- 
uiider.slandinK. The attitude of the student yf today will be t)ie 
attitude of tlie statesman tomorrow, and it augurB well for the 
liarmony of tiie world. 

If there is anything that will bring fresh hope and vision 
inlp. -the dejected atates of Europe today, it i« the »pij-it of
